Shall it be said of the American people that after 
fighting four yearb. at the sacrifice of thousands of) 
precious liroa, they are bow ready to surrender 
their power to conquered enemies, who, having in 
ram tried to destroy the Oknstitation. now claim , 
Us protection ? Shall the loyal men of L ou i sia n a 
te delivered, bound hand and foot, to the mercy of 
those who, after having surrendered on the battle- 
fi*id. committed the atrocious murders of July 31*, 
at New Orleans ? Are such monsters to be con¬ 
ciliated at our expense ? 

To whom shall we appeal bnt to yon for redress 
ot grievance* ? We have a rebel State government, 
ndw! Legislature, rebel parish officers, a rebel police 
force, a rebel public sentiment, maintaining a rebel
